Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
contacted the Attorney of record and indicated that adding additional limitation comprising "automatically determine 
from a combined score and a combination of sensitive information types searched, a risk for at least one identity- 
related vulnerability, wherein sensitive information includes at least one of the following: a name, an address, a social 
security number" in view of the specification, especially figures 6B and 6C would render the claims allowable. 
Agreement was reached, additional changes were made to comply with MPEP statutory requirements. Permission 
was granted to enter the changes via examiner's amendment.
